Blast Hurls Big Boiler Through 
Plant Wall 250 Feet Into Field 



A terrific explosion that could 
have been one of the worst accl- 
dents In Magic Valley history 
rocked the Idaho Hide and Tallow 
company plant southeast of Twin 
Falls Monday evening when a IS 
to 30-ton boiler blew up and 
plunged like a Jet-propelled rocket 
through the side of the building 
for 330 feet Into a field. 

The explosion, which Night 
Watchman Em est Besmer, the only 
man In the vicinity, described as 
"terrific," occurred at 1:« p. m., 
Just two hours and *S minutes after 
crews of n-orkmcn had lett the 
building. Had It occurred before 5 
It would hsi-e endangered at 
iea.^t 10 men. 

Spewing boiling water, debris and 
hot embers as It went, the 1] by 
elght-Ioot In diameter boiler lore Its 
way through the side of the build- 
ing, knocked donii a tall imoke- 
atack and damaged the Union 
Pacific railroad tracks over which 
pa.<uenRcr train hsd passed Just 
13 minutes before. Prom there it 
gouged a polh Into an open field 



and finally stopped 250 feel frcni Its 
original base. 

The big tank narrowly mlised 
utility poles and lines, passing under 
the wires and teorlng through 

Although a complete estimate of 
damage Is yet to be made. Manager 
Henry Dones estimated that the loss 
would probably mount lo between 
113,000 and (16.000. which Is covered 
by Insurance. 

Railroad crews ft-cre still working 
Tuesday repairing the damage to tlio 
tracks, which delayed the Duhl- 
Pocatello freight tor more than an 
hour Tuesday night, before the 
roadbed could bo made passable. 
Debris was hurled onto the tracks 
from the north end of the building, 
whldi accounted in part tor the dif- 
ficulties encountered by train crews, 
besides the fact that tlie railroad 
tracks were bent. The steel smoke- 
stack, about feet tall, also was 
thrown across the sugar plant spur 
ol the tracks. 

The smokestack, which was blown 
south by the explosion, that nent 
the boiler rocketing north, had to 



be cut Into sections for removal 
from the track,i. 

. The KImbcrly fire department was 
csJlcd when a small blaze broke out 
near the base of where the Ixiller wss 
located; but tills fire was cxlngulslied 
by the time firemen arrived. 

The boiler was "completely torn 
up Inside." according to Manager 
Dones. altliough tJic outside was not 
so seriously damaged. 

The explosion woa cau.\ed by tlie 
collapse of a section of tlie furnace 
tube which runs the length of the 
boiler. The tube's diameter Is « 
Inches, and pressuro of the boiler was 
between GO and 00 pounds per square 
Inch when the tube collapsed. 

Cau^e ol the collapse of the lube 
had not been determined Tuesday 
afternoon by P. O. Copeland, Boise, 
here to invesllgato the explosion for.

OUR LIQUOR SET-UP STINKS 

Once more Idaho Is abuzz over sensational 
news which followed tt Bcrles of liquor raida 
In Twin Falls county. It wasn't the seizure 
or some 800 bottles ol liquor that caiiscd all 
the excitement. The Tact that 200 unused 
liquor stamps were also confiscated la what 
set the people of Idaho to talking. 

No one needs to be ony mind reader to 
know that the liquor control set-up in Idaho 
atlnks. 

It was not so long ago that approximately 
100 casM ol liquor turned up mlsslnff from 
tho state warehouses at Lewlston, and before 
this little scandal ran Its course thcro were 
lots of red faces, name calling, political buck- 
passing, and what have you. 

Now it would appear thot someone has 
been getting otfldai state liquor stamps out 
of the dispensaries under mysterious condi- 
tions. Records, it Is discovered, are missing. 
Whether the stamps were stolen or secretly 
parceled out by some dispensary representa- 
tive remains to be determined. How far the 
atate department of law enforcement will go 
In clearing up this latest episode is anyone's 
guess. 

But In the political cross-fire that has 
already developed as a result of "the mys- 
tery of the missing stamps," another dis- 
closure brings out the startling admission 
that state liquor stamps have even been 
counterfeited in the past, without anyone 
appearing to be much concerned. 

There la only one good thing about this 
■whole unsavory mess— it Is being brought out 
Into the open while the atate legislature is in 
Msslon. It will bo very interesting to see 
what, if anything, the legislature will do 
ebout It. 

But one thing la certain. Unless the atate 
airives at a definite policy one way or an- 
other, sots up Its laws accordingly, and cn- 
lorcea those laws to the letter, we are going 
to have the smelliest demonstration of cor- 
ruption this western country has witnessed 
In many a <tay. 




FATALISM PLUS PRECAUTION 
In the face of almost dally airplane crashes 
throughout the world, and of the grave public 
concern which they arouse, President Tru- 
man has announced his intention to keep 
on flying. Ho gives two reasons; Ho lilies to 
fly, and he feels that when your name comes 
up It doesn't matter whether you are aboard 
a plane or a train. 

This is not as statistically accurate as the 
airlines' figures on their Improved safety rec- 
ord in 1946 over 1945, but it may seem more 
persuasive to some. Probably airline officials 
are heartily grateful to the President, who, as 
all should fcnow by_now. Is a fearless air pas- 
senger who somotlmes Insists on going aloft 
In weather that gives veteran pilots the cold 
chills. 

A great many past and potential passengers, 
however, do not share Mr. Truman's cour- 
ageous, or realistic or fatalistic thinking. 
They're not even Impressed by the safety 
atatlstlca, coldly accurate though they bo. 
They seem to be dirfcrentlatlng less and Icaa 
between domestic crashes or accidents 
American foreign -service aircraft and any 
others. Airplane wrecks are becoming ]ust 
airplane wrecks. And every new one is a fur^ 
thcr reason not to fly. 

This may be hystorlcol thinking. But to 
most or us an airplane wreck la so very final. 
In spite of all the comparative records, there 
Is always the chonco that one may get up and 
walk away from an automobile or train wreck, 
or survive n tumble down the cellar stairs. 
Not so with the usual plane crash. 

So our airlines stand to suffer a hard blow 
If something isn't done before spring and bet- 
ter flying weather arrives. It Is not possible 
to put a finger on any one source of trouble 
and say: "This is it." There are mechanical 
failures. Instrument failures and pilot error. 
There, are bad weather and bad visibility. 
There' are elaborations of all these factors. 

There are also steps that can be taken, and 
Mr. Truman pointed one out when he said 
that he hoped congress would declare a policy 
of oir safety. 

Also, Mr. Truman might take a hand in 
seeing that the CAA. which comes under 
commerce department Jurisdiction, makes 
haste to install all proven safety devices, 
Including standardized equipment on various 
types of aircraft. 

Pilot error cannot be legislated away or 
nUed out. But it can be lessened by reducing 
the chances of its occurrence.

Now they ore discharging pilots, radio operalon and 
ground crews. They have shihnl blueprints tor Dddl< 
tlonal airports and ploncs. They aro nmnlng Into 
heavy deficits, and begging for money. 

In short, they have repeated the hlatorlo mlsUket 
ot the railroads during the lost tew decades of the 
nineteenth century, most of which went bankrupt be- 
cause ot their excessive optimism over the future. 

FEARr-The air Unes are sadly in need of federal 
assistance, but Iheyfear that any open request for 
financial aid may precipitate a demand for drosUo 
legislation of a kind they do not want. As an alterna- 
tive, they BUiEcst RPO loans, more generous mall sub- 
sidies. Increased rates, etc 

Numerous Icelslators. however, advocate more tar- 
reaching action.

Meanwhile, the "aviation lobby" has made a large- 
scale invasion ot the capital In an attempt to ward 
oft federal aelzure or operation and. to obtain tlnandal 
help. Not even the liquor Interests, in their desperate, 
last-mlnuie cttort to stave off prohibition, staged such 
a serlu ot confsbs, dinners, oodctall parties and simi- 
lar demo nitrations.

The Judges of tha fadtral courU 
are ottlcera of the goranuneat with 
a general duty of upholding that 
govammoDt par- 
ticularly In mat- 
ters affecting the 
odmlnlstratloa of 
Justice. The fed- 
eral Judges tn New 
Jersey have re- 
cently obstrred a 
farcical perform- 
ance In the trial 
of Joo Pay, the 
union nckatoer.' 
All of them were 

notice that — _ 
there was raaion ""'»*^ 

anticipate the acqullUl ot Fay by 
reason of condtict which Tom Clark, 
the attorney general, promptly after 
ttic verdict but too laU to serve the 
public Interest, condemned as a 
'— — — damned outrage." 

An area ot discretion ulita here 
In whlch> all the Judges eoncemsd 
may Justify their conduct. That they 
could have been mart lealous with- 
out violating proEdtty and at no 
sacrifice ot the oefendant't rights 
also Is a tact. 

These Judges are citiieni and resi- 
dents of a region In which the poli- 
tical Influence of that lodge ot the 
Democratic party known as the 
Hague machine Is mighty, ruthless 
ond notorious. Judge Thomas 
Meaney, who presided, has been 
IdenUned with th* local party tor 
many years. He li an Intelligent 
man, an excellent ' lawyer, a talrly 
daslilng fellow In ttie politico-social 
life Of hli community and one of 
those Jurlsta ot the type known as 
"human' who lives neither In an 
Ivory tower nor in a vacuum. He gets 
around and knowi everybody. 

The Fay case was assigned to 
Judge Meaney In the regular, course 
by Judge Ouy L. Fake, the senior 
Judge of the district. There Is evi- 
dence that the Judgu were not 
tident that Judge Meaney should 
sit, In Uie tact that Judge Meaney 
consulted Judge Fake and they both 
consulted John Biggs. Jr. the senior 
circuit Judge, for his Judgment. Hav- 
ing made the assignment, Judge 
Pake was not expected to advise 
Judge Meoney to disqualify hlm.ie]f. 
Judge Biggs concurred and the trlsl 
went on to a scandalous conclusion 
after the dlKloeure that Edgar H. 
Rossbach. the United Statst attor- 
ney, had accepted a Juror who re- 
cently was a member ot Fay's union, 
had three close relatives -In the 
same union and was now a small 
contractor at Fay'i mercy in bis 
labor relations. 
The examination of this and oth- 
- Jurors reveals a casualneu that 
might be excused In a traffk: case, 
but was one of the outrageous fac- 
tors In the farce that Mr. Clark 
condemned. There were other points 
ot criticism In the drawing of the 
panel and the InvHtlgollon ot tho 
background of the few eligible par- 
Observers of good legal standing 
1 both sides of the case have agreed 
that Judge Meaney's conduct was 
above ausplclon. As to whcttier lie 
could have been criticised on his 
rulings or Instructions tliere will be 



no decision, because Pay woo bllarl- 
ously. Even a corrupt Judta would 
have bad-UttIt to do to help tha 
king's henchman. Fay bad ciceUeni 
lawyers, and tbt bast that bli own 
bou could aay of the people'a law 
yer. Itostbtcb, wu that the rwult 
was an outrage. 

Some federal Judges aometlmea do 
take notice of the atmospben asd 
Interesting gesturea before them 
which Indicate that tha IntcreiU ot 
the govenunmt art not being served. 

In a rtcent ImmltratloQ ctaa In 
New York. Judge Murray Hulbert, 
OS an officer of the gOTemment. 
warned another officer that he 
would watch further proceedinf a and 
eee to It that the law was observed. 
He could have kept quIaL lUi warn- 
ing wu gratuitous but oonsclcntloui. 

Afur the acquittal of Pay, to the 
New York Journal- American raporta. 
the federal grand Jury which In* 
dieted Fay voted t« InvesUgato the 
condua ot the trial. One of tht 
grand Jurors wai nported to have 
told Ji)dge Fakt that he felt that 
this trial had brought the admlnll- 
trallon of federal Justice ''more oi 
less Into contempt" in that dlitrlct. 
Another was quoted as havtni told 
'Judge Fake that the grand Juron 
couldnt condone tha conduct of thi 
government's cue. 

Inasmuch as Mr. Clark, from . 
distance In Washhigton. had antlcl 
paUd trouble, these federal Judges, 
some of thsm right on the acene 
and one of them. Judge Biggs, on 
the outskirts of It. might have bad 
apprehensions, too. During tba war. 
defendsnu charged with ledltlous 
utterances were dragged from the 
ends, of the country to Washington 
for trial. Fay wu allowed to atand 
his trial on his home ground on 
which he. through his union and the 
political machine ot which bo Is a 
distinguished member, freely axcrta 
terroristic powen over the cltixens. 

TUs Influence affects almost everj 
conceivable Interest of the pros- 
pective Jurors. Bonks, unions, li- 
censing bureaus, and bodlu which 
award contracts and levy taxea are 
at bis service to coerce Jurors. It 
wu a altuatlon In which, even under 
the most expert and conscientious 
administration of Juatlce. the gov- 
ernment would still stand less than 
1 evea chance agalrut Pay.
